THE PURCHASE OF LAND (IRELAND) ACT, 1891. 
15 th day of August, 1891. 


It is this day ordered that the following General Rules and 
Orders shall from and after this date and until further order, 
take effect and be in force in the Land Commission in relation to 
all proceedings under and in pursuance of the Land Purchase 
Acts, or any par-t of any Act incorporated therewith, in relation 
to the acquisition of land by tenants, and that all previous Rules 
and Orders shall, save in so far as is otherwise herein pi’ovided, 
cease to be in force as regards all proceedings commenced or 
continued after this date, save that as regards pending pro- 
ceedings, and as regards any case in which the landlord and 
tenant agree that the advance shall be made out of any money 
which remains available for advances under the Land Purchase 
Acts of 1885 and 1888, the existing form of agreement (omitting 
the words “ in case the Irish Land Commission shall sanction the 
said advance ” in clause 8) shall be used, and where these Rules 
and Orders are not applicable the general Rules and Orders in force 
at the date hereof shall remain in force in all proceedings in such 
cases as if these Rules had not been made. 

1. The Rules Nos. 9, 10, 11 and 12 of the Land Commission, Saving ot 
dated 12th December, 1883, shall be in force as regards pro- 
ceedings under the said Acts save that the computation of time Eules " S 
by days shall be exclusive of Sundays and of the Court holidays 
therein mentioned, and such computation shall be exclusive of 

the first and inclusive of the last day ; and where the expression 
clear days shall be used, the computation shall be exclusive both 
of the first and of the last day. 

2. Where a vendor has contracted or is about to contract to Originating 
sell an estate or land, he shall lodge, either before or contem- tatement - 
poraneousiy with the first agreement for sale, an originating 
statement following the Form 1, in the Appendix hereto, with 

such variations as the nature of the case may require. The 
statement shall be fairly written on post paper, book-wise, with 
sufficient margin, and with a parchment back, and shall be divided 
into paragraphs, and shall be verified by the affidavit of the vendor, 
or if there he moro than one vendor by one of the vendors, unless

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a Commissioner shall otherwise direct, and such statement mav 
include all lands which the vendor intends or expects to sell or 
the title to which he requires to be investigated for the purposes 
of registration under “ The Local Registration of Title (Ireland) 
Act, 1891,” and which are held under a common or partly common 
title, or which, if incumbered, are subject to any common incum- 
brance. 

The first schedule to the originating statement shall set forth 
the total number of tenants on each townland, and the total areas 
• valuations, and rents of such townland. Where there are any 
lands in the vendor’s occupation upon which the tenants have 
any rights of grazing or turbary, the names, areas, and valuation 
of such lands shall he given. The Ordnance Survey names only 
of the townlands shall be used in the originating statement, and 
if the estate comprises part only of a townland, it must be so 
stated. 

If the lands are subject to Quit or Crown rent, tithe-rentcharge, 
bead rent, renteharges, annuities, or drain age charges, the statement 
shall set forth the manner in which it is proposed to deal with 
the same. 

To every such statement shall be annexed the following 
schedules, also on post paper, accurately totted : — 

(1.) A schedule of the parcels or townlands, the quantities, 
the tenure, head rent (if any), tithe-rentcharge, and other 
charges incident to the tenure, and drainage or land improvement 
charges. 

(2.) A schedule of all other charges and incumbrances existing 
or claimed, and as far as is known, the priority and date of the 
incumbrance, the name and address of the incumbrancer in whom 
the charge is vested, and, if this cannot be readily given the 
name aDd address of the person to whom interest was last paid 
and the capacity in which he received such interest, the par- 
ticulars of the incumbrance, and the sum due for principal and 
interest.

Statement* ® ie0 ® cei ' rece i v i n g'fhe sameshall endorse thereon the date of filing, 
ana refer-’ anc ^ the Record Number indicating the order in which the State- 
ence to ment has been received. Every Statement shall be entered in 
Commrs- the i n( Jex of Cases and Record of Proceedings, and shall, in the 
first instance, he referred to the Commissioners appointed under 
the Purchase of Land (Ireland) Act, 1885, in rotation, and all 
subsequent proceedings usually conducted before one Commis- 
sioner shall be conducted before the Commissioner to whom the 
Originating Statement has been referred; provided that the 
Statement and proceedings may he transferred from one of the 
Commissioners appointed under the Purchase of Land (Ireland) 
Act, 1885, to the other of such Commissioners at any time on the 
fiat of the Judicial Commissioner; and as regards proceedings 
other than the sanctioning of advances, the Statement and pro- 
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ceedings, or any matter arising thereunder, may at any time be 
transferred, on the fiat of the Judicial Commissioner, from one to 
any other Commissioner, and on transfer of the Statement and 
proceedings the minutes on the Index of Cases and Record of 
Proceedings shall he altered accordingly. 

4. All statements, notices, orders, affidavits, consents, under- Entitling 
takings, certificates and other documents for the purpose of any of Docu- 
motion or proceeding shall, unless otherwise directed by Rule, ments 
beheaded “ Court of the Irish Land Commission— Land Purchase 
(Ireland) Acts, 1870 to 1891,” and he endorsed with the Record 
Number, and shall be entitled “ In the Matter of the Estate of 

A.B., a Vendor of Land,” or, if the Vendor or Vendors be a trustee

5. No amendment shall he made in any Originating Statement Amsnci- 
that has been filed except by leave of the Commissioner, and in such ment of . 
manner as he may direct, and every such amendment shall be 
initialled and dated by the proper officer. 

Additional statements, when lodged, shall be deemed to be Suppie- 
supplemental to, and shall be endorsed with the Record Number, g 1 ™ 111 * 
of the originating statement and with a distinguishing letter, but “ 
no costs of supplemental statements shall be allowed on taxation 
without the Commissioner's direction. 

When, however, for the purpose of being represented by a 
separate Solicitor, or firm of Solicitors, or other sufficient reason, 
the vendor desires to institute substantive proceedings for the sale 
of additional lands, the title to, and incumbrances (if any) upon 
which arein no way common with the title to,or incumbrances upon 
the lands comprised in any originating statement already filed by 
the same vendor, the Commissioner may, if it shall appear to him 
expedient, having regard to the special circumstances of the ease, 
permit an originating statement to be lodged, and to receive a 
new record number. 

6. Together with the originating statement there shall he lodged Notice to 
for transmission through the Notice Office, requisitions to the Receiver of

No advance shall be conditionally sanctioned until the 
services of the notices of filing of the originating statement, and 
the publication of the general notice to claimants have been 
vouched in the Examiners’ Office, and a certificate to that effect 
has been endorsed upon the originating statement by the 
proper officer. There shall be kept in the Agreements for 
Purchase Office a register of the persons whom the Commissioner 
directs to have notice of the filing of the originating state- 
ment, and their postal addresses, or that of their solicitors, and 
such persons or their solicitors may change the addresses from 
time to time, or have the register otherwise corrected ; provided 
every address so registered shall he one within the United 
Kingdom. 


lis 8. As soon as the originating statement has been filed it 

Pendens. s hall be the duty of the solicitor for the vendor to register the 
matter as a Lis Pendens, and the proper officer shall, if so re- 
quired, give a certificate of the filing of the originating statement 
for this purpose in Form 7. 

Agreement Agreements between vendor and tenant for the sale and 
between purchase of a holding shall be in Form 8, with such 
Vendors variations as may from time to time be directed. All such agree- 
*"ts tor" m ents shall be on stout writing medium paper, and endorsed with 
Purchase, the Record Number, Title of the Matter, County, and Tenant’s 
name, and shall he signed by both Vendor and Tenant or some 
person acting under a Power of Attorney on behalf of either of 
them, and shall be verified by the affidavit of the tenant, and bear 
an Inland Revenue stamp or stamps to the value of sixpence, 
which must be cancelled according to law. 

No such agreement shall be received after the expiration of 
two months from the date of the execution thereof by the tenant 
unless by leave of the Commissioner. 

Every such Agreement shall state the sum which, at the 
date thereof is the rent of the holding, and the average annual 
amount payable by the landlord during the five years next before 
such date for poor rate and Grand Jury cess, and (if the Land 
Commission permit the sale to be made subject to tithe-rent- 
charge), the average annual amount payable therefor during the 
same period, and shall also state whether the rent is payable under 
a fee-farm grant (giving the date and parties), or a lease, or agree- 
ment in writing (giving the date, parties, and term) under a 
tenancy from year to year, or how otherwise, and if the rent be' a 
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judicial one the date at which it -was fixed, and whether it was 
fixed by a Sub-Commission, the County Court, or on a rehearing 
or appeal, or by consent, arbitration, agreement, or how otherwise. 

The parties to such Agreement must produce such receipts or 
other documents, or give such proofs as may he considered re- 
quisite and necessary by the Commissioner with respect to such 
annual amounts payable by the landlord as aforesaid. The Com- 
missioner may, however, dispense with any of such proofs if 
he thinks fit. 

The agreements for sale of each estate shall be accompanied 
by a Summary by way of Schedule in such form as the Com- 
missioners may from time to time direct, together with the 
certificate of the tenement valuation. 

10. Agreements for the sale and purchase of a holding entered Form of 
into in pursuance of section 13 of the Purchase of Land (Ireland) Agreement 
Act, 1891, shall be in Form 9, with such variations as may “ “w 1 
from time to time be directed, and shall otherwise be prepared, by terianis 
signed, verified, and stamped as is directed by Rule 9 with formerly 
reference to Agreements between vendor and tenant for “on".? 8 " 
purchase, and shall also state how and when the former holdings, 
tenancy was determined, and for what period immediately prior 

to the date of the Agreement the vendor or his predecessor in 
title had been in occupation of the holding ; the parties to such 
Agreement shall give such further information as may be required 
by tbe Commissioner with respect to the former tenancy and the 
occupation of the lands since the determination of such tenancy. 

It the vendor claims to be the successor in title of the landlord 
at whose suit such proceedings were taken, an affidavit by him 
shall be also lodged, setting forth the particulars of his suc- 
cession; and if the purchaser claims to be the personal represen- 
tative of the former tenant, the original probate of the will or 
administration to the goods of such former tenant, or other 
document showing how such claim is founded, shall also bo 
lodged with such Agreement. No such Agreement shall, without 
special order, be received after the 5th of April, 1892. 

11. No Agreement which provides that the sale shall be Procoo.i- 

carried out by a conveyance shall be received without the order ; n s s f°

To obtain such an order, application may be made to the Com- veyarue 
missioner, on notice to the other party, and the applicant for W1 * h .°“ t 
such order must satisfy the Commissioner that proceedings by o r u“ r ”. 
means of a conveyance are desirable, having regard to the 
interests of all parties concerned, and that such proceedings 
can be more expeditiously carried out than proceedings by way 
of vesting order. 

12. Every agreement for sale, subject as hereinafter men- Maps to be 
tioned, shall be accompanied by a map, neatly mounted on linen, 
distinguishing thereon the exterior boundaries of the holding m „ nta {or 
or holdings. Maps shall be prepared and furnished by town- sale and 
lands, or groups of townlands ; and if on the G-inch scale, should, SarY0J ' 8 ' 
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when practicable, not exceed IS inches by 12 inches in size, and 
in every case the names of the adjoining townlunds should be 
shown npou the map. In no case should different maps be used 
for sales of different holdings upon the same townland. 

If, for the purposes of proceedings in the Landed Estates 
Court, or Land Judge’s Court, a survey of the estate has been 
made by the Ordnance Survey Department, the rental map (if 
procurable) shall be used, unless, in the opinion of the proper 
officer, such map would be unsuitable, having regard to a more 
recent survey or revision. With the rental map shall be lodged 
the rental, or a copy of the Ordnance Surveyor’s report, accom- 
panied by an affidavit from the landlord, his agent, or a com- 
petent surveyor in the employment of the vendor, stating that 
the several holdings are correctly marked on the map as they 
then exist, and the affidavit must state that the deponent visited 
the lands and examined the map upon the grounds. 

If there has been no such survey as aforesaid, or if there have 
been considerable alterations in the boundaries of the holdings 
since the date of such survey, the latest revised Ordnance sheet, 
or the rental map, if there has been such survey as aforesaid, 
having the holdings marked thereon at the General Valuation 
Office, may be used, if accompanied by a certificate of the tene- 
ment valuation, and verified in like manner. 

When trifling alterations have to be made in rental maps, or 
maps marked at the General Valuation Office, they shall be 
neatly made in a distinctive colour by a competent surveyor, 
who shall amend the areas as shown in the rental, surveyor’s 
report, or certificate of tenement valuation, as the ease may he, 
accordingly, and verify the same by an affidavit in which he 
shall state his qualification. 

Existing estate maps where suitable, and provided they are 
accompanied by proper evidence of area, and correspond with 
the Ordnance Survey as to names and townland boundaries, 
may be accepted at the discretion of the proper officer. 

If the lands have been surveyed by the Ordnance Survey 
Department upon the 25-inch scale, the map on that scale shall 
be adopted. 

If the rental map or General Valuation Office map he very 
inaccurate or otherwise unsuitable, and if existing estate maps 
be not adopted, an Ordnance Map with the holdings correctly 
delineated thereon, and accompanied by a schedule of areas in 
the form used by the Ordnance Survey Department, and certified 
by a competent surveyor, who shall stats his qualifications, 
may be lodged ; hut where surveys of estates be necessary, they 
shall he made by the Ordnance Survey Department. 

Directions for Surveys by the Ordnance Survey Depart- 
Ordmmca mentmaybe obtained in the Agreements for Purchase Office, and 
Depart- th® sol'cil 01 applying shall prepare such direction in Form 10, and 
ment. shall furnish with it an Ordnance Sheet, showing the lands to be 
surveyed, and a certificate of the tenement valuation. The issue 
of such direction, and the name of the solicitor who applied for 
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it, shall he entered in the record of proceedings. With respect 
to surveys or revisions of surveys made by the Ordnance Survey 
Department, or maps or copies of maps and other documents 
drawn, by or obtained from that department, the account shall 
bo paid, by the vendor or his solicitor, before the maps are 
delivered, or at such other period as that department shall 
direct Every solicitor shall be personally responsible for the 
costs of any such survey made in pursuance of a direction issued 
at Ms instance. 

14. It shall he the duty of the officer receiving the agreements lodgment 
for sale to see that they are accurately filled up in accordance o£ A s l '? s - 
■with the rules, and that they correspond with the schedule j"™ 15 '' r 
furnished with the map. 

15. If it shall appear to the Commissioner necessary to make a preiimi- 
survey or a preliminary inquiry in. respect of any application, he *jr 
may, before entertaining it, require the applicant to lodge such B *S enses - 
sum as he may consider sufficient to cover the reasonable 
expenses of such survey or inquiry ; and the Commissioner may 
require such statements, rentals, or other documents to be 
furnished and verified, as he may think fit. 

16. The agreement shall be referred to an Inspector, being Reference 
if possible one of the permanent statf of the Land Commission, 

to report whether the holding affords sufficient security for the s P eet31 ’- 
advance applied for, and to inquire into the condition in respect of 
house accommodation for labourers employed on the holding, and 
he shall report in Form 11, or as near thereto as circumstances will 
permit. Where the application for an advance is in respect of a 
holding for which a judicial rent has been fixed after a hearing 
in Court by a Sub-Commission, or by Valuers, or by arbitration 
under the Land Law (Ireland) Acts, 18S1 and 1887, or under the 
Redemption of Rent (Ireland) Act, 1891, the Record file of the 
proceedings upon which such judicial rent has been fixed with the 
map of the holding shall be referred to the Inspector for his 
information. 

Due notification of the intention to inspect a holding by the 
Land Commission Inspector shall be given by him. Upon the 
inspection the boundaries of tbe holding shall be ascertained by 
the Inspector, and the map with such alterations, if any, as he 
shall find necessary, shall be certified by him to be correct. 

A copy of the Report made by the Inspector may he obtained 
by the parties to the agreement on application to the Keeper of 
the Records, on lodging a requisition for that purpose. 

17. When an advance has been conditionally sanctioned, noti- fr 0 tifica- 
fication of the sanction shall, as soon as possible, be transmitted ti°n of_ 
through thepost to the VendorandPurchaser.to thepostal addresses g™^“ nal 
given in the agreement, or to their respective solicitors, and also to „f an 
every person registered as having had notice of the filing of the Advance 
Originating Statement. Provided always that the Commissioner 
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limy, if he is of opinion that a sufficient sum has heen realised, 
by sales to pay off in full the claim of any person so registered 
as aforesaid, direct that the sanction of advances shall be no 
longer notified to such person. 

18. The purchaser, if the advance exceeds three-fourths of the 
price of the holding, may, within ten days from the date of 
posting of such notification, apply to the Land Commission by 
notice in Form 12 to determine the annual value of the holding. 

Such notice shall be accompanied by an affidavit sworn by 
the purchaser, which affidavit, in cases where the . rent of the 
holding has been fixed under the Land Law (Ireland) Acts, 
1SS1 or 1887, or the Bedemption of Bent (Ireland) Act, 189l’ 
shall state shortly the grounds on which the purchaser relies 
that such judicial rent, after making the deductions referred to 
in Section 42 of the Purchase of Land (Ireland) Act, 1891, should 
not he taken as the annual value of the holding for the purposes of 
the 8th Section of the said Act ; and in other cases, viz., when 
the rent is not a judicial rent, such affidavit shall state the cir- 
cumstances on which the purchaser relies iu support of his 
application, and shall state, if the holding has been purchased 
by the tenant or his predecessor, the amount of the purchase 
money, and, if the rent has heen changed, the nature and amount 
of the change during the previous twenty year's, and shall, where 
the rent is payable under a lease or other document, refer to the 
same as an exhibit, and lodge the same, or a true copy thereof, in 
tho Agreements for Purchase Office, with such affidavit. 

The Commissioner may thereupon ascertain and by order 
declare what is the annual value of the holding, or he may direct 
such notices to he served, inspections or inquiries to be made, 
such persons to appear before him, or such evidence to be given, 
as he may think fit, before determining the matter. 

The order of the Commissioner, determining the annual value 
of the holding, shall he communicated to the purchaser. 

The purchaser may appeal from tho decision of the Commis- 
sioner fixing the annual value of the tenancy within ten days 
after the decision has heen given, and such appeal shall he subject 
to the rules governing appeals from the decision or order of any 
Commissioner sitting alone. 

19. When the tenants of any estate or lot for sale in the Land 
Judge’s Court desire that the Commission should buy such estate 
or lot in order to re-sell to them, they shall send to the Commission 
at least 21 days before the day of sale, undertakings to buy 
their holdings in Form 13, specifying the prices they pro- 
pose to pay and the amounts of the advances they require, and 
undertaking to pay to the Land Commission interest at the rate 
of 4 per cent, on their respective purchase-moneys, or the parts 
thereof remaining unpaid, from the date upon which the Land 
Commission shall direct the issue of Guaranteed Land Stock re- 
presenting the purchase-money of the estate or lot to the dates 
upon which the respective purchase-moneys of such tenants shall. 
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be paid to, or advanced by the Commission. The undertakings 
shall also state the same matters as are directed by Eule 9 to be 
stated in agreements for sale between, vendor and tenant so far as 
the same are not disclosed by the rental. 

It shall be the duty of the officer receiving such undertakings 
to see that they are accurately filled up, and in accordance with 
the rental, and that they have been duly signed and verified. 

Such estates, and estates being dealt with under Eules 20, 26, 

27, and 28, shall be dealt with in the first instance by the 
Commissioners appointed under the “ Purchase of Land (Ireland) 

Act, 1885,” in rotation, subject to the same provisions as to 
transfer upon the fiat of the Judicial Commissioner as in the case 
of originating statements. 

Should the Commissioner decide to purchase the estate or lot, 
the Solicitor to the Commission shall prepare and send in a pro- 
posal in accordance with his directions, and when the proposal 
has been accepted, he shall obtain the necessary privity to enable 
the guaranteed land stock representing the purchase money to be 
lodged and lay the undertakings before the Commissioner for 
acceptance. After such acceptance he shall take steps to have 
any conveyance to the Commission that may be necessary 
executed. 

The solicitor to the Commission shall, without delay, notify to 
the tenants the acceptance of their proposals, and any tenant 
may thereupon apply to the Land Commission to determine the 
annual value of his holding within the period and in the manner 
prescribed by Eule 18. 

No advance shall he made to such tenant unless all interest 
on purchase money, due by him to the Commission over and 
above six months’ interest, has been paid. 

When the advances have been made, the solicitor to the Com- 
mission. shall prepare the draft vesting orders, and transmit them 
to the Examiners’ office for settlement, and have them executed 
in the same manner as is hereinafter directed as regards other 
vesting orders. 

20. When a tenant intends to bid for or to purchase a holding purchases 
on an estate for sale in the Court of the Land Judge, ana by Tenants 
requires an advance for the purpose, he shall apply in Form J'” ml 
14. With such application there shall be lodged a copy of the court, 
rental of the estate, or of the Consolidated Final Notice to 
tenants, if the rental shall not have been settled. The application 
shall state the same matters as are directed by Eule 9 to be 
stated in agreements for sale between vendor and tenant so far 
as the same are not disclosed by the rental or final notice to , 

tenants. The Commissioner may sanction an advance conditionally 
upon the tenant being declared purchaser of his holding. Such 
sanction shall he notified to the tenant, who may thereupon 
require the Commissioner to determine the annual value of the 
holding within the period, and in the manner prescribed by 
Eule 18 . 
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21. When, the tenant has been declared the purchaser of his 
holding, and the annual value has been ascertained, if so required 
the Land Commission will make the advance by a transfer of 
guaranteed Land Stock, equal in nominal amount to the advance 
sanctioned, on being furnished with the following documents (if 
they have not been already brought in) : — 

The printed or certified Rental. 

The Certificate of Sale. 

The Privity of the Accountant-General for the lodgment 
of the advance. 

In case the tenant or any other person provides the guarantee 
deposit : — 

The Accountant’s Certificate of the Registration of such 
deposit. 

And if the entire purchase-money is not being advanced : — 
The receipt for the lodgment of the portion of such pur- 
chase-money to he paid by the tenant. 

No guaranteed Land Stock shall he transferred to the account of 
the Accountant-General of the Supreme Court of Judicature by 
the Land Commission, unless the Privity for such transfer be 
furnished to the Solicitor to the Commission four clear days 
before the last day for lodgment specified in such Privity.

The abstract shall include all lands which the owner intends or 
expects to sell, or the title to which he requires to have investi- 
gated for the purposes of registration under the “ Local Regis- 
tration of Title (Ireland) Act, 189 J,” which are held under a 
common or partly common title. Every abstract shall be fairly 
and legibly written in roundhand on small brief paper, and on 
one side only, and with proper and distinct margins for the 
several parts of the instruments abstracted, and shall be verified 
by the Solicitor by whom the same shall have been prepared, by 
an Affidavit in Form 44. Abstracts of Title shall be prepared 
in accordance with the directions in that behalf in the Appendix 
hereto. 

The Keeper of Records shall receipt the abstract and issue a 
certificate of its lodgment, which the Solicitor for the vendor shall 
forthwith lodge in the Examiners’ Office. 

When it is proposed to sell through the Land Commission any 
land the title to which has been investigated in the Land Judge’s 
Court, but of which no conveyance has been made by that Court, 
application should be made to a Land Commission Examiner for 
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a requisition to the Land Judge’s Court for the transfer of the 
Abstract of Title to the Land Commission, and the Solicitor for 
the vendor shah thereupon apply to the proper officer in the 
Land Judge’s Court to endorse upon such requisition the necessary 
order for such transfer. He shall then lodge the requisition, 
having the order endorsed, with the Keeper of Records.

Schedule 2 to the said General Order-. Such costs shall be taxable 
by the proper officer of the Land Commission on notice to such 
persons as the Examiner shall certify. 
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.The Examiner shall certify on the back of. the. Abstract of 
Title whether the whole or any and. what portion of the costs 
thereof should he allowed, and such allowance shall (unless other- 
wise expressed in the certificate) refer as well to the readings as 
to the abstract itself. The officer taxing such costs shall have 
regard to such certificate unless it be varied by the Commissioner. 

Every Incumbrancer shall have, with his demand, his costs 
properly incurred, unless the Commissioner shall otherwise direct 

The Commissioners shall have full power and discretion as to 
the giving or withholding costs and expenses, and as to the 
persons by whom and the funds out of which the same shall in 
the first instance or ultimately he paid, repaid, or borne, and may 
apportion the same amongst such parties and in respect of interest, 
rents; or income, and principal, or corpus, as they shall see fit. 

! Where in cases of proceedings by Vesting Orders, preliminary 
expenses have been incurred in the negotiation of the terms of 
sale, the Commissioners shall have power, where they think fit, 
to allow as part of the costs in the matter such sum to cover the 
expenses of such negotiations as they shall consider reasonable.

Directions as to the Preparation of Abstracts of Title. 

The date of every instrument, and of the registration or enrolment 
thereof should bo stated in the margin : if the instrument has not been 
registered, a statement to that effect should appear in the margin. In 
the case of a will, the date of the document itself and of the granting of 
Probate, and of the Testator’s death, should appear in like manner. 

The Ordnance Survey names of the lands to which title is being 
shown should be set forth at the head of the abstract, and if title is 
being shown to a portion only of any towrdcmd , the area in statute 
measure of such portion should be set out. The abstract should 
commence with the root of title. If the land is held in foe under a 
Crown grant, an extract from the patent should be given, showing that 
there is no reversion in the Crown, that the lands are held in fee, and 
whether they are subject to Quit or Crown Rent. If the lands are held 
under lease the lease should be abstracted. It will not be necessary to 
state all the intermediate steps down to the present time. As a general 
rule it will be sufficient to derive title from some person absolutely 
entitled to the fee or to a lease about forty years prior. Every instrument 
relating to tbe title should be abstracted : even mortgages which have 
been paid off, tlie lands being reconveyed, should be noticed. An 
abstract ought to be a careful abridgment, not a mere copy of the 
instrument or of any part thereof. Conciseness may be obtained by 
avoiding the introduction of unnecessary or duplicate words to express 
the same idea, and by confining the abstract of common clauses to a 
mere reference to them : thus such language as — “ a cerbaiu bond or 
obligation,” “upon, to, and for,” ought not to be used in an abstract, and 
is likely to lead to a ruling whereby a considerably less sum may be 
allowed as costs than would be allowed in the case of an abstract of 
equal length properly drawn. The names and descriptions of the 
parcels in a deed should be accurately set out ; but if they are after- 
wards granted in any other deed by the same names and descriptions it 
will be sufficient in abstracting such other deeds tp state that they are 
conveyed by the same names and descriptions as in the former deed : 
or, if the variance is very slight, it will be sufficient to show what the 
variance is. The same remark is of course applicable to wills. The 
common clauses in a deed, such as covenants for title, for quiet enjoy- 
ment, for further assurance, and against incumbrances for indemnity of 
trustees, payment of rent, cesser of terms, &c., should be referred to as 
briefly as possible : the contracts, consideration, and habendum should 
be more fully abstracted, and so should the limitations as far as may be 
necessary. That is to say, if a limitation has takeu effect, whereby it has 
become impossible that the subsequent limitations can take effect, the 
latter should not be abstracted, e.g., if any tenant in tail has after 
coming into possession executed a disentailing deed duly enrolled, tlie 
subsequent limitations should be omitted from tbe abstract. Recitals 
of deeds previously abstracted or recited should be referred to thus — 
“ And reciting the deed of 14th July, 1847, abstracted (or recited), 
page 6.” At tbe end of every deed it should be stated by what parties 
it has been executed, and with what solemnities (if any) : and if it has 
been enrolled, or acknowledged by a married woman, or the acknowledg- 
ment certified, such facts, with tbe dates thereof, should be stated. If 
the instrument abstracted is a marriage settlement it should be 
immediately followed by a statement of the issue of the marriage, and 
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of tlie dates of their respective births, and of the deaths of such of them 
as are dead. When an estate is transferred by the death of any 
person, the date of his death should be stated, and the date of the death 
of any person having powers of charging should be stated. When a 
person takes as heir, it is not enough to state that he is heir ; it must be 
shown how he is heir by setting out so much of the pedigree as proves 
it. Births, deaths, and the facts of pedigree, when stated should be 
accompanied by a reference to the evidence by which such facts are 
proved. 

In every abstract the deduction of title to the lands should be carried 
on continuously from its commencement to its completion, and should 
not as a general rule be interrupted by introducing the deduction of 
title to charges or incumbranoes, especially if such charges are still 
existing, or any other collateral matter. The title to such charges 
or incumbrances, if necessary, and the instruments dealing with them, 
should be set forth in a separate part of the abstract, with a proper 
heading for each charge or incumbrance ; and a reference to the page 
of such devolution of title to the incumbrance should he made when the 
creation of the incumbrance is stated in its proper place. 

When an Abstract of Title lias been prepared for any purpose other 
than a sale in the Land Commission it should be lodged, and the 
directions of an Examiner taken as to the necessity of making a new 
abstract instead of using the one already made. Such abstract, if used 
for the purpose of a sale or mortgage effected nob less than twelve 
years prior to the proceedings, may, by permission of an Examiner, to be 
given in wilting in the fold thereof, be lodged without a verifying 
affidavit, but on the reading of 3uch abstract the Examiner may, if he 
deem it necessary, direct the same to be verified. In many instances it 
may be sufficient to make a supplemental abstract to continue the title 
from the close of the existing abstract.

When the following charges exist they should appear in the priority

1. The expenses of Surveys and Maps made by the Ordnance 
Survey Department. 

2. Costs of proceedings and sales, post costs;, costs awarded by 
order to any party against the fund, and costs of lodging Deeds 
pursuant to a notice or order. 

3. Quit Rents in equal priority. 
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4. Tithe-rentcharges, whether impropriate, or payable to the 
Irish Land Commission, and instalments in lieu of tlie latter, in 
equal priority. 

5. Land Improvement, and Drainage charges, in order of their 
creation. 

6. Head Kents which it is intended to redeem. 

Charges in equal priority should receive the same number and a dis- 
tinguishing letter, and there should be a statement at the foot that they 
are in equal priority. 

The name, description, and address of every party entitled to any 
charge should be accurately stated, and the date of registering, parties’ 
names, and short description of the instrument by which it is created ; 
if it is founded upon a judgment, the sum recovered, the year, and 
term, and Court, and the names of the parties to the judgment should 
be stated. "When the claimant is not the original mortgagee, the devo- 
lution should be concisely hut accurately stated as far as practicable. 

Annual charges, such as Quit Rents, Tithe-rentcharges, Head Rents, 
Board of W orbs charges and annuities, should be described as such ; but 
when an order for their redemption has been made, a note of it should 
he inserted in the column “ Particulars of Demand”; and if the price 
has been fixed, it should be inserted in the “ Principal” column ; and, 
unless each of such charges affects all the lands, the denominations 
which each affects should be stated. When the owner is a tenant for 
life, there should be set out, after the demand of the Trustees of the 
settlement for the residue, any charges upon the life estate, describing 
them as such. 

If different portions of the estate are subject to different incum- 
brances, the Schedule should be prepared in parts ; but if there be 
common incumbrances as well, they should be set out in extenso, and 
vouched in one part only, and briefly referred to in the other parts. 

The Examiner shall endorse in the fold of the draft Schedule any 
special directions as to the form or publication of the Final Notice to 
Claimants.

It is this day ordered that the following general Rules 
and Orders shall, from and after this date until further 
order, take effect and be in force in the Land Commis- 
sion in relation to all proceedings under and in pursuance 
of the Redemption of Rent (Ireland) Act, 1891, or any 
part of any Act incorporated therewith. 

1. An application to the Court by a lessee or grantee 
to redeem his rent, pursuant to section one of the 
Redemption of Rent (Ireland) Act, 1891, and for an 
advance under the Land Purchase Acts, to carry out such 
redemption, or in case of the lessor or grantor not 
signifying his consent thereto in the prescribed manner 
and within the prescribed time, to be deemed a tenant 
of a present tenancy and have a fair rent fixed, may be 
made by Originating Notice in Form No. 1 in the Appen- 
dix hereto, and the same shall be served upon the lessor 
or grantor, and upon the Land Commission, in manner 
provided by the Rules of the 12th December, 1883, in 
relation to originating notices, and in applying such rules 
the lessor or grantor shall be deemed the landlord, and 
the lessee or grantee shall be deemed the tenant.

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2. The lessor or grantor may within two months from 
the service on him of the originating notice, serve upon 
the lessee or grantee and upon the Land Commission a 
consent to such redemption, which consent shall he in 
Form No. 2, and such consent may be served in 
manner .provided by the Rules of the 12th December, 
1883, in relation to notices on behalf of the landlord, 
and in applying such .rules the lessor or grantor shall 
be deemed the landlord, and the lessee or grantee shall 
be deemed the tenant. 

3. On such consent being served, the copy of the 
originating notice and consent served upon the Land 
Commission, shall thereupon be filed in the Agreements 
for Purchase Office, and all subsequent proceedings shall 
be had thereon, as if an originating statement had been 
filed by the lessor or grantor, provided that all subsequent 
originating notices served upon the same lessor or grantor, 
and in reply to which the lessor or grantor shall have 
served such consents as aforesaid shall be referred to the 
Commissioner, to whom the first originating notice and 
notice of consent has already been referred. 

4. If the lessor or grantor does not serve such con- 
sent within the prescribed time, or if the Land Com- 
mission makes an order declaring that the lessor or 
grantor has caused unreasonable delay in the making of 
such redemption, the said copy of the originating notice 
shall be transferred to the Registrar’s Office, and referred 
to a Sub-Commission to hear and determine the appli- 
cation by the lessee or grantee to be deemed a tenant of 
a present tenancy, and have a fair rent fixed ; and all 
subsequent proceedings shall be had thereon as if the 
originating notice had been served by a lessee under the 
Land Law (Ireland) Acts, 1881 and 1887 ; and the lessee 
or grantee shall, if the Poor Law valuation of the holding 
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is not under £10, within twenty-one days from the 
expiration of the prescribed time, without such consent 
having been served as aforesaid, or from the making of 
such order as aforesaid, serve upon the lessor or grantor 
the particulars of any improvements in respect of which 
evidence is intended to be produced, or which are 
intended to be relied on by the lessee or grantee as having 
been made by him or his predecessors in title, with the 
dates at which same were made, according to the best 
of the lessee’s or grantee’s knowledge or belief.. The 
Court may, on special grounds, make an order that par- 
ticulars shall be given when the valuation is under £10.

1. Where the Landlord of an Estate, upon which any Purchaseof 
Tenants have agreed to purchase their holdings, desires ]t 0S ' ,y . L ‘f ntl

to sell any bog on such estate in his occupation to the 
Land Commission, he shall apply in Form No. 1, in 
the Appendix hereto, which shall state the name 
of the townland upon which the bog is situate, 
the area of such bog, and the tenement valuation of 
the same, the names of the tenants on such estate 
who have been accustomed to exercise, whether as of 
right or by permission, any privilege of turbary over such 
bog, the terms as to payment (if any) by way of rent or 
otherwise for such right or privilege, and the conditions 
annexed to the exercise of the same, and the annual sums 
received for such payments. If any persons other than 
the tenants of such estate have been permitted to cut 
turf on such bog, the like particulars should be given ; 
and in case where any rights of grazing or of cutting 
rushes or other rights upon such bog have been exercised,' 
particulars of all such rights should be given. 

The Landlord shall also state in such application the 
price at which he is willing to sell such bog. 

There shall be lodged with such application an Ord- 
nance Map, upon which such bog shall be accurately 
.defined, with any existing divisions thereof, whether for 
cutting or otherwise, and any roads or passages inter- 
secting the same; .

2. Where any holding, for the purchase of which an 
agreement has been entered into by a tenant, comprises 
a bog which is subject to a right of turbary exercisable 
by persons other than the purchaser of the holding, and 
the tenant of such holding or any person exercising such 
right of turbary desires to have regulations made by the 
Land Commission for the exercise of such rights or for 
the affording reasonable facilities therefor, such person 
shall apply in Form No. 2, in the Appendix hereto, 
giving the particulars as to the holding therein prescribed, 
and stating whether the application is for regulations as 
to securing future reclamation or the affording reasonable 
facilities for the exercise of such rights. 


Limit as to 3. In the case of any holding which has been pur- 
cations PPli " chased before the 5th day of August, 1891, under any 
of the Land Purchase Acts, or under the Irish Church 
Act, 1869, such application shall only be made by the 
proprietor of such holding. 

Expenses-. 4. If, upon the occasion of any such application, it 
shall appear expedient to the Land Commission, they 
may, before entertaining such application, require the 
applicant to lodge such sum as they may consider suffi- 
cient to cover the reasonable expenses incident to the 
making of such regulations. 

Eolations 5 ‘ ® ,e g u ^ at i° ris m ade in pursuance of the 4th 
to be section of the Turbary (Ireland) Act, 1891, shall he 
Objection mac ^ e ky or( ier, and before making any such order there 
thereto. shall be circulated amongst the persons who shall appear 
to be affected thereby, in such manner as the Commis- 
sioner may direct, a draft of the proposed Regulations, 
and every person thereby affected may, within the time 
limited by the Commissioner, lodge an objection thereto, 
and the Commissioner may, before entertaining such 
objection, require the party lodging the same to give 
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adequate security for the payment of any costs that may 
be awarded against him in the event of his objection 
being overruled. 

The objection shall be entitled in the matter, shall be 
written on foolscap paper with sufficient margin, and 
shall state the facts and documents relied on in support 
thereof. It shall be verified by the affidavit of the 
objector and filed in the Registrar’s office. 

G. "When the final order has been made, any party Sealed 
interested may obtain a sealed copy thereof upon payment “Tj- es o£ a 
of the usual serivenery fees. be obtained. 

7. Applications under the Turbary (Ireland) Act, 1891, Reference 
in respect of bogs on any estate which may have been dealt ° f applica- 
with under the Purchase of Land (Ireland) Acts, 1885 or Commis- 
1891, shall be referred to the Commissioner to whom sloners ' 
such estate shall have been referred. All other applica- 
tions under the said Act shall be referred to the Com- 
missioners or any one of them in such rotation or other- 
wise as may from time to time be directed, provided 
that any application and the proceedings thereunder may 
at any time be transferred from any one Commissioner 
to another on the fiat of the Judicial Commissioner.
